WASHINGTON 
— The Defense 
Departm ent is making some very 
curious moves with respect to the 
service officers who are called as 
^witnesses by the Senate P rep ared ­ 
ness Subcommittee and put under 
oath to tell the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. 
The dilemma is an old one, of 
course. The officers m ust not lie 
to the C ongress; yet when they ex­ 
pose their differences they often 
appear to be in opposition to their 
Com m ander-in-CM ef, the P re s i­ 
dent of the United States. 
It is perhaps m ore of a problem 
now, when the P resident is a career 
m ilitary man and therefore alm ost 
bound to experience an unusually 
keen emotional reaction to such a 
situation. That he has on past oc­ 
casions been extrem ely emotional 
about service testim ony beforeCon- 
g ress is well known. 
Right now, two officers considered 
by their respective services to be 
among their best and m ost dedicated 
brains are featured in incidents 
about which there is much sober 
comment h ere. 
One is already lost to the P en­ 
tagon at this critical tim e: Lieut. 
Gen. Jam es M. Gavin, chief of Arm y 
research and development. A fter 
blunt testim ony before the P re p a r­ 
edness Subcom m ittee, he said it 
did not help a man to be "frank 
and straightforw ard" in testifying 
before C ongressional com m ittees 
and that he had decided to retire . 
At this point S ecretary of the 
Arm y W ilber M. B rucker moved in 
a m anner precisely calculated to 
force any man of honor togo through 
with that retirem en t. Brucker pub­ 
licly offered Gavin a fourth sta r 
and .a choice of two m ajor A rm y J 
assignm ents if he would continue the ! 
brilliant c a re e r begun as a private ! 
in 1924. 
The A rm y S ecretary is not viewed j 
[here as offering competition to J . j 
, Robert Oppenheim er in the cerebral I 
j departm ent and his public u tte r- ■ 
lances have frequently lacked taste. I 
But it is not considered that this j 
■ rem arkable perform ance was the I 
i purely 
accidental 
reflex 
of

thoughtless m an. The rev erse is j 
true.

Senators close to the situation

are satisfied that B rucker’s was a j 
planned m aneuver designed to force J 
Gavin to re tire . They know of their 
own knowledge that Gavin consid­ 
ered rem aining on B rucker’s term s 
until a friend pointed out to him the 
im possible position in which he 
would find him self. 
The Capitol grapevine goes fu r­ 
ther. It d escribes Eisenhow er as 
ordering B rucker to "g et Gavin." 
T here is no evidence whatever that 
this is tru e. T h ere is equally no 
evidence that any private, discreet 
effort to save face on all sides but 
retain Gavin’s services was under­ 
taken.

For a few hours the Defense D e­ 
partm ent attem pted to say that it 
had not cleared S chriever’s te sti­ 
mony for publication, that the A ir 
Force had done it. Defense S ecre­ 
tary M cElroy at first called it a 
"m ix -u p ," but after personal in­ 
vestigation said Defense did clear 
it after all. 
It seem s at least possible that 
the Defense D epartm ent, after see­ 
ing the headlines, p referred to have 
the P resident irked at Schriever 
for testifying rath er than irked at 
Defense for releasing the testim ony.

The gas industry this past week| 
hit the nation’s editors with a re­ 
lease that places gas in a very good 
light when compared with electricity 
as a means of serving homes with 
heat, air conditioning, water heating j 
and cooling, cooking, and related 
household advantages. 
According to the report a survey 
has been made by H. Zinder and 
Associates, Inc., 
of 
Washington, 
which 
should 
provide a measure 
for those faced with a choice be­ 
tween gas 
and electricity, as is 
the 
government which must con­ 
struct housing for armed forces 
personnel. 
The 
study 
involved a 
proposed 100 0-unit housing develop­ 
ment, of which 700 would be two- 
bedroom 
houses 
and 
300 would 
have three bedrooms. 


The wholesale rates assumed in 
the computation were 2.5 cents per 
therm for gas, $1 
per kilowatt 
demand, and 75 cents per kilowatt 
hour for energy for e’ectricity, and 
12 cents per 1 ,0 0 0 gallons for water. 
The comparisons came out as fol­ 


lows: 
If only gas were used for cook­ 
ing, water heating, space heating, 
and summer cooling, the annual cost 
would be $83,050. 
If electricity were substituted for 
air conditioning the annual utility 
cost would jump to $99,985. 
lf electricity were used for all 
purposes the annual cost would ram 
skyward to $239,793. 
In addition the Zinder report com­ 
puted costs 
for 
such a 
housing 
project in 35 
communities. 
The 
cost of an all-gas plan ranged from 
$73,147 in Shreveport, La ., to $253, 
333 in W orcester, M ass. Electricity 
went as low as $210,908 in Dallas, 
Texas, to $393,577 in W orcester. 
The study went a step further. 
It isolated the 
various 
services 
and 
made 
comparative costs. 
It 
figured that 
the 
cost of cooking 
in the 1000 homes would be $3,260 
a year if it were done with gas. It 
would be $21,182 if done with elec­ 
tricity. 
Water could be heated for a year 
by gas for $6,795. 
By electricity 
for $55,535. 
A ir conditioning would be $25,820 
a year 
by 
gas, 
and 
$49,577 by 
electricity. 
The American Gas Association 
release admitted that in one -town 
of the thirty-five studied the an­ 
electric pl. n was lower than the a ll­ 
gas.

If Am erican car makers sell many 
cars 
this 
year aluminum 
stock 
should be a good investment. Use 
of this metal in American cars has 
jumped 29 per cent above last year. 
The average is now 52.40 pounds 
per car. 
This 
means 
that 
288 million 
pounds w ill be used in 1958 cars 
if 
5.5 
m illion are sold. 
A big 
question to us. 
Back in 1939 the cars averaged 
only 5 pounds of aluminum. In 1948 
it had increased to 12 pounds. 
Of the m illions 
now used, 50 
m illion 
pounds go into trim , in­ 
cluding 
v a r i - colored 
anodized 
aluminum for interior door panel 
trim . 
The 
largest 
percentage of the 
metal goes into automatic trans­ 
missions, which account for 19.75 
pounds per car. Engine parts use 
16.78 per car. The rest is in power 
brakes, steering, and miscellaneous 
parts. But you also will find alum i­ 
num thread in the upholstery and a 
m illion pounds of aluminum powder 
in the finish. 
Use of aluminum is a big weight 
saver, as it tips the scale finger 
about

as much as most 
other metals. And you add about 
six 
pounds more per car during 
the year for 
replacement parts. 
Biggest* user of aluminum is the 
Cadillac brougham which has alumi­ 
num wheels and bumpers and eats 
up 305 pounds of the metal. A new­ 


comer in this respect is the Buick

with

pounds of 
aluminum, of which 43.5 pounds is 
in the transmission. 
C hrysler leads the American auto 
industry in p e r- c a r average of 
aluminum use. It averages 75 pounds 
per car.

accept the family plan benefits.

* A CREDIT TO STUDENTS at­ 
tending the Jamestown Community 
College is the result of a recent 
education psychological examina­ 
tion for college freshmen. Quan- 
tiative reasoning and language abil­ 
ity were measured. The Jamestown 
students ranked 57 per cent above 
the scores of 4-year colleges, 61 
per cent over all colleges, 74 per 
cent over teacher's colleges, and88 
per cent higher than junior colleges. 
The Jamestown score was higher 


than any other mean score. Not bad 
results when you learn that 139 of 
them were competing with 43,348 
of the nation’s students. One JCO 
student had a score of 160, which 
was one point less than the highest 
in the United States. 
The group’s mean score was 111, 
higher than any other, the best of 
which was the 106.79 of the four- 
year colleges.

There aren’t really a great many 
people in “ Beauty and the Beast” 
but all of them were well cast.

tive than the author had in mind. 
And the castle with its sweeping 
staircase and battlement and huge 
fireplace was the very quintessence 
of Never Never Land. 
In fact, I fell to thinking, this 
story is a sort of distillation of 
all fairy stories. Take that orig­ 
inal situation. A man is wandering 
in the woods, lost in a blizzard, 
hungry, cold, exhausted. Suddenly 
a castle looms. Inside, warmth, 
luxury, food, emptiness, and mys­ 
tery. The guy eats his fill and then 
falls asleep. (Just think of all the 
fairy stories that start with some­ 
one entering an empty cottage or 
castle, eating his fill and falling 
asleep. (Goldilocks and Snow White 
are just starters.) 
The next morning, enter the mon­ 
ster and big trouble. There’s al­ 
ways big trouble when you eat the 
food or pluck the rose that you find 
deep in the forest. Joseph Schrank, 
who adapted the Madame Le Prince 
de Beaumont story, andMiss Bloom 
and Mr. Heston, played the thing 
very straight. I loved the sheer 
simplicity of the dialogue which 
went, as all fairy tale dialogue 
should, straight to the point. 
“ Will you mary m e,” asks the 
Beast. “ Answer me yes or no with­ 
out fear.” 
“ No, Beast.” 
“ Good night, Beauty.” 
“ Good night, Beast.” 
And off goes the Beast to bed. 
No wasted word there. Similarly, 
when the Beast turned into a hand­ 
some 
young 
prince and Beauty 
stared at him in bewilderment, ex­ 
planation was needed and I was 
enchanted by its brevity and con­ 
ciseness. 
“ A magician cast a spell on m e,” 
explained Mr. Heston. “ I was im ­ 
polite to him. I’m afraid I was 
impolite to everyone.” 
It was all perfectly played and 
staged. My only complaint, a very 
small one, is that an hour was 
perhaps a little too long for this 
simple tale. It’s nice to welcome 
Miss Temple back to show busi­ 
ness after all these years. She 
is as pretty and charming as ever, 
and I just wish she had a little 
more to do.

A MONTH ON A RAFT

BELL RINGERS 
An unusual kind of instrument, so 
rare that there is no music written

The 
British go for the tower bells, 
having over 5,000 sets, as con­ 
trasted to the 54 sets in the rest 
of the world. The hand bells made 


it possible to practice without too 
much clamor. 
English handbells are more hol­ 
low and less brilliant than the 
Dutch bells, which are heavier be­ 
cause of their design and produce 
a pleasing overtone that subdues 
the ringing of intermediate tones 
and results in the characteristic 
"bow" sound of the famous bow 
bells of London.
